Among tho m atters considered by 
Mr. Kennedy ami his secretary was 
the proposed new governm ent build­ 
ing for 
East Liverpool. 
Heeretary 
King today Is sending out letters to 
several prominent citizens 
of 
East 
Liverpool in relation to th** matter. 
Mr. Kennedy is very desirous 
that 
East Liverpool shall profit by the ex­ 
perience of Youngstown and Canton 
In the 
m atter 
of government build­ 
ings. 
In those two cities are the only 
federal buildings In the district, and 
In each ease additional appropriations 
have been required 
to 
make 
the 
buildings adequate to the needs of the 
cities. 
Even now with an additional 
expenditure of $75,000, the Youngs­ 
town building Is very unsatisfactory. 
Mr. Kennedy really bas a larger pro- 
lect in view 
for 
th** E ast Liverpool 
building, perhaps, than most of the 
**ltizens there, and Is anxious that they 
shall take an Interest in assisting to 
secu re an appropriation commensur- 
approved, ( lerk Gipner submitted 
a j a t#» with the present and future pros­ 
pective needs of a city third in Im­ 
portance In the district.

public service with reference to the 
w ater works, where the amount involv 
ed is more than $500, council must 
first by ordinance give the board the 
authority to enter into such contract 
or contracts. 
This Is the provision of 
section 143 of the code. 
The latter 
part of section 2420 of the statutes pro­ 
vides that: 
"In case of emergency council may, 
by a two-thirds of all the members 
elected, authorize the trustees of the 
board to enter into 
such 
contract 
without advertising.” 
Tills, of course, Is only In cases of 
emergency and in all other cases the 
board must be governed by 
section 
143. 
Wnen a contract for the supplying 
of w ater to the municipality has to be 
entered Into, even though there 
be 
no funds to tho credit of the 
water 
works, council 
may 
authorize 
the 
making of such contract and the board 
has the power to make the contract 
for the supplying of water, this being 
one of the contracts specifically 
ex­ 
cepted 
from 
the 
general 
rule that 
no contract. Involving the expenditure 
of money can he entered into 
with­ 
out the certificate of the auditor hav­ 
ing first been obtained 
to the effect 
th at the money necessary for the car­ 
rying out of the contracts is in the 
treasury to the credit of the fund from 
which it has to De drawn and not ap­ 
propriated for any other purpose. 
The several departm ents of the city 
that were to’ be curtailed and partially 
shut down owing to the shortage of 
funds in the city treasury, and which 
had in reality been diminished to a 
certain extent already, will continue 
working in full. 
Council will at the 
special meeting on next Monday even­ 
ing pass a revised appropriation ordi­ 
nance providing money to run them 
until the initial ordinance of 1904 is 
passed. 
While the question of how council 
was to get money enough to run the 
city was up before th at body and the 
board of service last evening, it was 
thought by some that the sinking fund 
commission might raise some objec­ 
tion to the procedure of the two bod­ 
ies, hut the commission stated this 
morning that it would not as it means 
only to do that which is for the best 
interests of the people. 
The commis­ 
sion realizes full well that to stop ev­ 
ery departm ent of the city is not work­ 
ing for the interests of the people 
and Instead of taking any action to 
recover the money to be loaned by 
the hoatd of public service to council 
it will give its sanction without a 
murmur. 
J 
Solicitor Davidson explained to the 
council and board that such action 
was perfectly legal and he expressed 
himself as being in favor of it. 
He 
said the city of East Liverpool is con­ 
tending with conditions th at do not ex­ 
ist in most of the other Ohio cities 
and that everyone should look at the 
proposition from that light. 
Accord­ 
ing to the new code, the fiscal year 
is changed to date from January I of 
each year. 
Heretofore the fiscal year 
has started on the first of May. 
Un­ 
like most cities. East Liverpool start­ 
ed in just as soon as the code went 
into effect to live up to th e new pro­ 
vision and as a result the annual levy 
was cut considerably.

was necessary, money had to he bor­ 
rowed from some place and as the 
service board had it on hands there is 
not in the opinion of the solicitor any­ 
thing wrong in th** transaction.

If these prophecies

lamity not alone to the south but to 
he nation and the* world, since* most 
if the product used In foreign mills 
comes from the United States, and the 
xperim ents in developing new cotton 
areas give no im m ediate prospect of 
success. 
The loss of half th e A m eb­ 
an cotton crop would mean disaster 
at home and abroad. 
The governm ent experts,

They suggest the use of a fast 
row ing variety of the plant, which 
can be planted early, cultivated quick­ 
ly and picked before the insects can 
get in their destructive work.

The work preparatory to the aban­ 
donment of the grade crossing at Ital 
ston’s, and making an overhead eros 
sing Instead, will be commenced with 
In the next few days by McLaughlin 
Brothers, who were recently given tin 
contract by Hie C. & P. Railroad com 
pany. 
The work involves the expen 
diture of many thousands of dollars, 
and will require several months.

win tie remembered that the railroad 
company agreed to change the connu 
of the old state road in order to avoid 
the grade crossing, which is one of 
the worst In this section. 
The road at present follows the riv­ 
er bank eastward to a point near the 
{rower house, where It turns abruptly 
to the north, the point where it inter­ 
sects tho track being known as Hal 
ston's crossing.

“We are also proud of our princi­ 
pal of the high school, and feel we 
should pay to her the high tribute due 
her honorable work.

the high school what it is, and she 
possesses the tact and ability in the 
discharge of her duties which makes 
her a principal far superior to any 
we have had in former years or could 
have in years to come. 
Therefore we 
say, we are proud of our superintend­ 
ent, proud of our principal, and proud 
of our teachers, the 
choicest

brightest.”

T H E C ITY IS PROUD

Superintendent H. E. Itayman fol­ 
lowed. 
In 
his 
own 
characteristic 
manner, with a spirit of earnestness, 
and deep interest, lie spoke as follows: 
"It is with pleasure that I welcome 
you to the Ceramic City. 
In behalf 
of the 3,100 children, who are enrolled 
in this city, the faithful teachers and 
the hospitable citizens, I bid you wel­ 
come. 
We have looked forward to 
your coming witli great interest. 
In 
the 34 years of this unsocial ion s ex­ 
istence, this city has not had the priv­ 
ilege and honor of entertaining you. 
"This association is the leading edu­ 
cational force in this Ohio valley and 
it has much to do for the great work 
of this busy valley, 
in this district 
there is a population of more than 
600.000, a school population of more 
than 90,000, and a teaching force of 
nearly 3,000 actively engaged in the 
work of instruction. 
It is the business 
of this association to lead in the vast 
work of education in this dstrict, so 
that from every school room may go 
forth an enthusiasm that will arouse 
Hie entire community. 
This associa­ 
tion has 
contributed much to the in­ 
creasing educational interests through­ 
out the ii ngth and breadth of this val­ 
ley. 
This is a busy district 
from 
north to south and from east to west. 
As Daniel Webster once said of a New 
England district, ‘Thousands of smoke­ 
stacks pierce the clouds and blacken 
the heavens with their breath.'

portant than culture, that real manli­ 
ness is superior to intelligence, and 
that the enriched soul of

greater than all material things." 
Supt. J. 1. McDonald, of W ellsville, 
responded to the addresses of wel­ 
come in an appropriate manner. 
In 
his address he recalled a number of 
childhood memories and demonstrated 
to the audience how the teachers thus 
become a part of the children and 
mould their future lives. "In the train­ 
ing of children.” said he, "teach them 
to place their standard tiigh. and to 
keep their eve u|»on the goal. 
Child 
fen need to he started right, and it is 
mr duty to start them upward. 
The 
man tending upward, who is low. is 
greater than the upward man tending 
low ll." 
An excellent inaugural address was 
made by Supt. J. V. McMillan, of Mar- 
etta. 
He gave a brief history of edu* 
at ton, and showed how the grading 
system was originated in the public 
schools. 
The rural schools where the child­ 
ren were placed in different grades 
and classes was followed by the divid­ 
ing of pupils into grades, until the 
mn*clad classification of scholars 4s 
now predominating in 
the 
graded 
schools," said lie. "The public is quick 
recognize and respond to tho mer! 
orious effort of teachers and pupils 
and the highest office a teacher can 
perform is aa mediator between the 
child and the world of thought.”

TH E ABLE FACULTY 
O F nDOING THINGS 
"The Faculty of Doing Things” was 
the topic of an 
eloquent 
paper reed 
by Supt. E E. Smock, of Dresden. 
He 


said the demand of every age is its 
results, and the actually moving spirit, 
the spirit that receives results is do­ 
ing something. 
This is also an age 
of tests. The power of doing things 
is classed among the educational fac­ 
ulties. 
What wonder then that 
the 
world bows to the American working­ 
man ? 
The public has faith in the 
public 
schools and the proof of their success 
is success. 
In the past it was that 
pupils must have apprenticeship in or­ 
der to enter into some special line of 
work, but now’ the pupils leaving the 
public schools must be masters 
of 
some art. 
The demands of the day 
must be met. 
Teaching is an art and everything 
must concentrate to its welfare. 
The 
average teacher’s life is darkened by 
the thought of things which never re­ 
ally come to pass. 
The teacher pos­ 
sessing the art of doing things must 
have individuality in the school room 
and must correctly direct this faculty. 
Dr Charles Haupcrt, of 
Wooster, 
spoke on “The Function of the High 
School, 
lie said: 
“The true 
func­ 
tion of the high school is to prepare 
for life, and the best preparation for 
life is also the best preparation for col­ 
lege. 
Few when they enter the high 
school have ideas of what their futures 
will be, and it is the purpose of the 
high school to so direct its influence 
towards higher culture. 
The number of high schools in the 
United States in i860 was 40; in 1870, 
160; ill 1880. 800; in 1890. 2,000; 
in 
1899, 6,005. 
The high school is promi­ 
nent in the public eye and a large ma­ 
jority of the girls and boys end their 
educations there.’’ 
An able discussion follow ed by Supt 
J. II Snyder, of Martin's Ferry, and 
Principal H ii. Work, of Wheeling. 
T E A C H E R S ’ FEDERATION 
AIMS AND OBJECTS 
"The Ohio Teachers’ Federation— 
What 14 Is And What It Proposes to 
Do" was a topic 
of 
much 
interest 
among tile educators. 
Supt. 
S. 
K. 
Mardis, of Toronto, spoke on this top­ 
ic. 
He said one chief object of the 
federation was for protection of 
tile 
teachers from competition, for better 
tenure of office, and for higher or bet­ 
ter pay, fixing the minimum at $40 per 
month. 
The federation requires bet­ 
ter preparation of teachers for teach­ 
ing as a profession and for this rea­ 
son provides for a better compensa­ 
tion, but it does not propose to suj>- 
port and protect a teacher not quali­ 
fied. 
The 
afternoon session was closed 
by a 10-minute discussion by Supt C. 
L. Crone haugh, of Cambridge. At 7:30 
o’clock last evening Dr. Frank Ounsau- 
lus. of Chicago, delivered the annual

attention 
from start to finish. 
What it most needed to develop the 
human mind is a question 
that 
is 
arousing the interest of educators the 
world over. 
It is not so much what 
is put into the mind 
as 
what 
is 
brought 
out that is the test of real 
education. 
The 
speaker 
dwelt 
at 
length on tho influence of the 
small 
college, tile public 
school 
aud 
the 
country school 
The small college is a factor in Hic 
Americanizing of America which too 
many people undervalue. 
The public 
school of the city and the rudimentary 
choel of the country are playing a 
part in the development of greater civ­ 
ilization than they are credited with. 
in the small college personality is re­ 
vealed above all things. 
It brings the 
educattion near to th** heart as well 
as the mind of the student. 
While 
the student passes through college the 
college passes through 
him 
He 
is 
personally 
acquainted 
with 
every 
member of the faculty; ii*' comes into 
lose touch with the student body; he 
Imbibes their personality and is broad­ 
ened by a peculiar fellowship. 
Along 
with the process of his studies he af­ 
filiates with humanity, the humanity 
of the college body. 
The small college is the need of all 


ages and all countries. Bowdoin, Dart­ 
mouth. Amherst, Williams and a host 
of other New England colleges have 
made their imprint on the annals of 
American history. 
Bowdoin produced 
Longfellow and Hawthorne in the lit­ 
erary world and scores of men famed 
in politics, statesmanship, the bar and 
in the 
pulpit. 
Dartmouth 
produced 
Daniel Webster, the giant of American 
oratois. 
Harvard, then a small col­ 
lege. produced James Russell Lowell, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, Charles Sum­ 
ner, Ralph Waldo Emerson and other 
men of letters and 
statesmen 
who 
have graced the pages of history. Ani 
heist produced Henry Ward Beecher, 
who did as much as any other man 
to bring to a climax the issues which 
eventually led up to the dawn of free­ 
dom to the colored man and the last 
blow to state sovereignty.

speaker cited Abraham Lincoln, 
the 
great emancipator, as an example 
of 
what a self-made country boy can do, 
prophesying as to the extent of 
his 
greatness had he been trained in 
a 
small college. 
Th* words of Christ, "He who would 
be chief among you let him lie the ser­ 
vant of tile people,” form tile basis of 
true Anteri: ar.ism. 
The best educated 
nan is the useful man. 
To cram the 
mind with a perplexity of ill-gotten in­ 
formation, to attempt 
to 
store 
the 
memory with a pack of dates, etc., is 
not affording that education which is 
essential to the right development of 
the youthful mind. 
The kindergarten 
system where the child is taught by 
objects and where its mind is impress­ 
ed by confact with the influences 
of 
nature is a grand system. It is there 
the child mind absorbs those things 
which are certain to have their influ­ 
ence on his after life. 
The next step 
must afford those educational facili­ 
ties which will mould man and de­ 
velop his faculties to their Dost ad­ 
vantage.

Tile work preparatory to the aban 
donment of the grade crossing at Ital 
ston’s, and making an overhead eros 
sing instead, will be commenced with 
in the next few days by McLaughlin 
Brothers, who were recently given the 
contract by the C. A P. Railroad coni 
pany. 
The work Involves the expen 
dlture of many thousands of dollars 
and will require several months. 
It 
will be remembered that tho railroad 
company agreed to change the course 
of th*' old state road In order to avoid 
the grade crossing, which is one of 
the worst In this section. 
The road at present follows the riv­ 
er hank eastward to a point near the 
power house, wh< re it turns abruptly 
to the north, tho point whore it inter­ 
sects the track being known as Bal 
ston's crossing. 
From Ralston's to 
the East End tho road is north of the 
tracks. 
To avoid the crossing, the 
railroad company will alter its course 
materially. 
From 
Mulberry 
street 
west to the culvert it will remain the 
same, out there it will bo brought 
under the railroad tracks and contin­ 
ued along on the south side, through 
the lands now owned by Messrs. (lin­ 
tier and Morley to a point where it 
now leaves the bank of tho river 
The change will require an enor­ 
mous fill. the contract for which ha 
been given to McLaughlin Brothers, 
who have just finished a big grading 
contract for the C. & P. at Summit­ 
ville. 
The contractors have rented 
ground from the Midway Land com­ 
pany for stables for 
their 
teams. 
They will use 20 teams and about 60 
men. 
The ground has been rented 
until next spring and it is apparent 
that the contractors expect to spend 
several months on the work.

Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus, the noted 
orator of Chicago, was greeted by a 


crowded house when he spoke to the 
teachers 
of 
eastern Ohio on "The 
Next Step in Education.” The lecture 
was a literary and intellectual treat 
and received 
the 
closest 
attention 
from start to finish. 
What is most needed to develop the 
human mind is a question 
that 
is 
arousing the interest of educators the 
world over. 
It is not so much what 
is put into the mind 
as 
what 
is 
brought out that is the test of real 
education. 
Tho 
speaker 
dwelt 
at 
length on tho influence of the 
small 
college, the public 
school 
and 
the 
country school. 
The small college is a factor in the 
Americanizing of America which too 
many people undervalue. 
The public 
school of the city and the rudimentary 
school of the country are playing a 
part in the development of greater civ­ 
ilization than they are credited with. 
In the small college personality is re­ 
vealed above all things. 
It brings the 
odueattion near to the heart as well 
as the mind of the student. 
While 
the student passes through college the 
college passes through

He 
is 
personally 
acquainted 
with 
every 
member of the fat uity ; lie comes into 
close touch with tho student body; he 
imbibes their personality and is broad­ 
ened by a peculiar fellowship. 
Along 
with the process of his studies he af­ 
filiates with humanity, the humanity 
of the college body. 
The small college is the need of all 


mon of letters and 
statesmen 
who 
have graced tile pages of history. Am­ 
herst produced Henry Ward Beecher, 
who did as much as any other man 
to bring to a climax the issues which 
eventually led up to the dawn of free­ 
dom to the colored man and the last 
blow to state sovereignty. 
Here, in 
the small college, is found the 
real 
American that tne county must rely 
upon. 
It is the country boy. nurtured 
amid the environments of the small 
college, imbibing its inspiration and 
receiving its enlightenments who has 
played the part in the great achieve­ 
ments of the nation’s 
history. 
The 
speaker cited Abraham Lincoln, 
the 
great emancipator, as an example 
of 
what a self-made country boy can do. 
prophesying as to the extent of 
his 
greatness had he been trained in 
a 
small college. 
The words of Christ, "He who would 
be chief among you let him be the ser­ 
vant of the people,” form the basis of 
true Anteri anism. 
The best educated 
man is the useful man. 
To cram the 
mind with a perplexity of ill-gotten iii 
formation, to attempt 
to 
store 
the 
memory with a pack of dates, etc., is 
not affording that education which is 
essential to the right development of 
the youthful mind. 
The kindergarten 
system where the child is taught by 
objects and where its mind is impress­ 
ed by contact with the influences 
of 
nature is a grand system. It is there 
the child mind absorbs those things 
which are certain to have their influ­ 
ence on his after life. 
The next step 
must afford those educational facili­ 
ties which will mould man and de­ 
velop his faculties to their best 
vantage.
